It's  an  official,  accepted  fact  — 
East  Coast  Bible  College  opened  its 
doors  to  students  back  in  August, 
1976.  Sure,  you  know  this  —  but 
read  on,  for  most  students  don't 
know,  as  Paul  Harvey  is  so  fond  of 
saying,  "the  rest  of  the  story." 

As  the  College  began  to  grow,  its 
influence  in  the  North  Carolina  State 
Churches  of  God  began  growing, 
also.  Started  mainly  as  a  training 
school  for  those  headed  for  the 
pastoral  ministry,  the  opportunity  it 
offered  quickly  moved  from  those 
preparing  for  this  ministry  to  those 
already  involved  as  pastors  in  the 
State.  For  those  pastors  living  within 
commuting  distance  from  the 
College,  it  proved  to  be  a  great 
way  to  deepen  their  understanding 
of  the  Bible  and  related  subjects 
necessary  to  their  calling.  Word  of 
the  school  continued  to  spread,  until 
it  excited  those  residing  too  far  to 
commute,  Then  came  a  big 


problem.  Some  wanted  dearly  to 
attend  ECBC,  but  found  that  to  be 
an  impractical  dream  at  best. 

However,  instead  of  allowing  that 
dream  to  fade,  a  number  of  pastors 
got  together  with  officials  of  the 
College  to  discuss  the  feasibility  of 
setting  up  classes  in  their  own  towns. 
Thus,  the  idea  came  to  reality  with 
the  beginning  of  the  first  extention 
classes  at  Kenly,  NC  in  1981;  three 
years  later,  the  same  thing  took 
place  in  Asheville,  NC.  Offering 
courses  leading  to  the  Biblical  Studies 
degree,  these  two  extentions  have 
continued  with  measurable  success.
